Malaysia doubles scale of plane 
search, pilots probed 


KUALA LUMPUR (AFP) - 
Malaysia said Sunday the 
number of countries searching 
for a missing airliner had 
nearly doubled to 25 as a full- 
scale criminal probe into its 
disappearance got under way, 
with particular scrutiny of the 
pilots. 

Transport Minister Hi sham- 
mud din Hussein said the num¬ 
ber of participating countries 
had jumped from 14 to 25 as 
the search for the aircraft fo¬ 
cused on two vast, and vastly 
contrasting, land and ocean 
transport corridors. The dra¬ 
matic "re-calibration" will in¬ 
evitably bring "new challenges 
of coordination and diplo¬ 
macy", die minister said. 

Malaysian police said they 
had searched the homes of 
both pilots and examined the 
captain's home flight simulator 
after it became increasingly 
dear that the Malaysia Airlines 
Boeing 777 that vanished 


March 3 had been deliberately 
diverted by someone on board. 

Experts said it would have 
taken specialist knowledge to 
disable the communications 
system, intensifying scrutiny 
of Captain Zaharie Ahmad 
Shall and his First Officer, 
Fariq Abdul Hamid. 

US intelligence is also fo¬ 
cusing on tlie pilot and co¬ 
pilot, a key US lawmaker said. 

"One thing we do know, 
dus was not an accident It was 
an intentional, deliberate act, 
to bring down this airplane. 
Aid die question is who is be¬ 
hind that," Michael McCaul, 
the chairman of the House 
Homeland Security Commit¬ 
tee, told Fox News 

Friends and colleagues of 
both pilots have testified to 
their good character, but ques¬ 
tions have been raised over the 
Bight simulator Zaharie in¬ 
stalled at home - even though 
aviation commentators have 


said this is not uncommon 

It also emerged that Zaharie 
had cl a se ties with the party a f 
Malaysian opposition leader 
Anwar Ibrahim, who has been 
battling a charge of sodomy. 

A day before the flight, a 
Malaysian court overturned 
Anwar's 2012 acquittal on 
charges he sodcmised a male 
former aide and sentenced him 
to five years in jail. 

But authorities have not 
disclosed whether Zahane's 
political affiliations figured m 
die investigation. 

Fariqs record was queried 
after a woman sad he had al¬ 
lowed her and a friend to ride 
in the cockpit of an earlier 
flight. 

The transport minister cau¬ 
tioned against "jumping to 
conclusions" about the thrust 
of the investigation, winch na¬ 
tional police chief Khalid Abu 
Bakar stressed was covering 
all 239 passengers aid crew.

Crimea votes to join 
Russia amid 
Western outrage 


SIMFEROPOL (AFP) - 
Crimeans voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly Sunday to join former 
political master F-ussia as ten¬ 
sions soared m the east of the 
splintered ex-Soviet nation, the 
epicentre of the worst East- 
West crisis since the Cold War 

Exit polls cited by local of¬ 
ficials showed 93 percent of 
voters were in favour of leav¬ 
ing Ukr aine in the most radical 
redrawing of the map of Eu¬ 
rope since Kosovo's 2Q0S dec¬ 
laration of independence from 
Serbia. 

Internal! on al co nd emnati on 
began pouring in from world 
capitals long before the polls 
had closed but on the streets of 
Crimean cities thousands of 
people were celebrating the 
outcome of the vote 

Ukraine's ne w pro-Europ can 
leaders and the West have 
branded die referendum “ille¬ 
gal" because the strategic 
Black Sea region has been 
under de facto contr ol of Russ¬ 
ian farces since the start of the 
month 

Tire choices facing voters 
were either to j oin Russia or go 
b ack to a 19 9 2 constitute n that 
effectively made Crimea into 
an independent state within 
Ukraine Retaining goad rela¬ 
tions with Kiev was not an op¬ 
tion. 

In Kiev's Independence 
Square - the crucible of three 
months of deadly protests drat 
led to the toppling of the pro- 
Kremlin regime in February 
and prompted Russia to move 
its troops against its neighbour 
-- the Ukrainian national an¬ 
them rang out 

" Tin s referen dum l s contrary 
to Ukraine's constitution, and 
the international community 
will not recognise the results of 
a pall administered under 
threats of violence and intimi¬ 
dation from a Russian military 
intervention that violates inter¬ 
national law," said White 


House spokesman Jay Carney. 

Hie European Union said it 
would decide Monday on 
sanctions against Russia that 
include the posable seizure of 
the foreign assets of top Krem¬ 
lin official s and travel bans for 
senior ministers. 

"We reiterate the strong con¬ 
demnation of the unprovoked 
violation of Ukraine's sover¬ 
eignty' and call on Russia to 
withdraw its armed forces to 
their pre-crisis numbers," die 
EU said in a statement 

British Foreign Secretary 
William Hague called the vote 
a "mockery* of democracy 
while urging lus EU colleagues 
to show that Russia's actions 
"will bring economic and po¬ 
litical consequences" 

But Russian President 
Vladimir Putin -- accused of 
orchestrating the vote as a w^ay 
of seizing Ukranian land and 
punishing its leaders for spum¬ 
ing closer ties with Moscow — 
said he would "respect" its out¬ 
come 

Analysts warn that tensions 
m southeast Ukraine make the 
threat of a military escalation a 
reality that could result in an 
even further diplomatic and 
economic isolation of Russia. 

In Crimea, thousands 
poured out across the main 
square and streets overlooking 
the Black Sea for alcohol-fu¬ 
elled celebrations that reflected 
a profound mistrust of the new 
Kiev leaders in the largely 
Russian-speaking southeast of 
the nation of 46 million peo¬ 
ple. 

"This is a hi stone moment," 
Crimea's self-decided premier 
Sergiy Aksyonov told reporters 
after casting his ballot in die 
regional capital Simferopol. 

He pledged to apply Today 
for official membership of the 
Russian Federation following 
die results of the poll, where 
official turnout was put at over 
St percent.

Venezuela wants US to join 'peace commission' 
to end unrest 



CARACAS (AFP) - Venezue¬ 
lan President Nicolas Madura 
urged Washington to ] Din a 
“high-level commission" to 
promote peace after mere than 
a month d£ deadly anti-gov¬ 
ernment demonstrations. 

Madura blames the United 
States far the riots, a charge 
US officials on Friday dis¬ 
missed as “absurd." 

At least 22 people have 
been killed and 40D injured in 
the student-led protests that 
began February 4 in western 
Venezuela and spread to Cara¬ 
cas and other cities. 

Oil -n eh Ven ezu el a h as se en 
almost daily anti-government 
demos as tens of thousands of 
people vent their rage over the 
soaring crime rate, spiraling 
inflation, and a lack of house¬ 
hold goods in the markets 

Madura, speakmg at a rally 
in support of the armed forces, 
said he would propose a com¬ 


mission " for p eace and mutual 
respect of sovereignty" be¬ 
tween Venezuela and the 
United States that could in¬ 
clude parties from both sides 
and the UNAS UR. grouping of 
South American nations. 

Hie leftist president said lie 
would name Diosdado Ca¬ 
bell q„ the head of Venezuela's 
National Assembly, to lead 
potential talks with the United 
States "to speak: while respect¬ 
ing peace for a dialogue 
among equals" 

His terms for dialogue are 
virtually identical to those that 
have been stated repeatedly 
by Cuba, Caracas's closest 
ally. 

The United States has not 
taken either country up on 
then regularly stated offers 

Venezuelan Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Elias Jaua had earlier 
called top US diplomat John 
Kerry a "murderer of the 
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Venezuelan people," accusing 
him of encouraging the 
protests that have killed 22 
peoplem five weeks 

"The solution to Venezuela's 
problems lies in democratic 


dialogue among Venezuelans, 
not m repression or m hurling 
verbal brickbats at the United 
States," a State Department of¬ 
ficial said, speaking on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity

Generation risks being 
'lost forever' in Syria: 
agencies 


B£I RUT ( AFP) - A g enerati on 
risks being "lost forevei" as the 
Syrian conflict enters its fourth 
year, displacing millions of 
children and depriving them of 
health care, education and se¬ 
curity, aid agencies warned. 

The UN refugee and chil¬ 
dren*;; agencies, UNHCR and 
UNICEF, and three NGOs an 
a visit to Lebanon stressed the 
war's "hallowing impact* an 
5.5 million Syrian children liv¬ 
ing in their country and as 
refugees in neighbouring 
states 

Antonio Guterres, the United 
Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees, said: "Syrians 
represent the largest population 
of forcibly displaced people in 
the world. Urey need and de¬ 
serve to be protected, healed 
and educated " 

Hie aid groups said 37,0013 
refugee babies had been bom 
since the conflict in Syria 
broke out in March 3011. A 
total of 1.3 million Syrian chil¬ 
dren ar e now living as refugees 
m host countries, almost half a 
million m Lebanon alone. 

Save the Children head 
Justin Forsyth said "Doctors 
have told us of stck children 


who are unable to be treated 
because of the collapse of the 
health service. We know of 
children who have been tor¬ 
tured, starved or targeted in at¬ 
tacks. 

"Hundreds n:f thousands of 
dill dr en are growing up hav¬ 
ing known nothing but the 
horrors of this war and the 
chaos and uncertainty that it 
has bought to their young 
lives It has to stop." 

The five groups, including 
Mercy Corps and World Vi¬ 
sion International, said the 
conflict between the regime 
audits aimed foes has "devas¬ 
tated the lives of millions of 
children and young people -- 
and a generation is at. risk of 
being lost forever." 

They said one-fifth of 
schools in Syria has been de¬ 
stroyed, damaged or converted 
to military use, and nearly 
three million children ar e not 
attending classes on a regular 
baas. 

“The threat to long-term 
prospects for a more stable 
and prosperous Syria is also 
underlined by the collapse of 
the education system," they 
said.

Guyana 
man 
torches 
house, kills 
wife and 
four kids 
inside 

GEORGETOWN (AFP) - A 
businessman late Friday night 
burned down his house and 
store m northwestern Guyana, 
killing Ins wife and four chil¬ 
dren who were trapped inside, 
police said Saturday. 

One of the man daughters, 
aged 12, rushed to a nearby pa - 
lice station to wain that her fa¬ 
ther and mother were fighting 
and he had threatened to bum 
down the house, Guyana Po¬ 
lice Force spokesman Ivelaw 
Whittaker said. 

Pa lice quickly responded 
and found die building on fire. 

" Su sp e ctmg that persons 
were inside, (they) attempted 
to enter die building, but 
(were) prevented Rom doing 
so by a locked grill door," po¬ 
lice said. 

The township does not have 
a fire station and efforts by po¬ 
lice and residents to extinguish 
the blaze with buckets and 
other receptacles failed 

The incident occurred m the 
gold-mining township of Port 
Kaituma, in northwestern 
Guyana about 40 miles from 
the border with Venezuela. 

The businessman, 50-year- 
old Linus La Cruz has been ar¬ 
rested. He sustained burns to 
his body and is under guard at 
the Port Kaituma Hospital. 

The bodies of his wife, Lur- 
lene, 39, daughters Lea, 14, 
and Lavette, three, and sons 
Labron. eight, and Levon, one, 
were later found among the 
wreckage 

Guyana, a former British 
colony, is located on the north¬ 
east coast of South America 
and has a population of 
755,000 persons. 


No-fly zones above Brazil World 
Cup venues 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazil is to setup no-fly zones 
m airspace surrounding World 
Cup venues hosting matches 
during the tournament, it was 
reported Sunday 

The O Glob o newspaper re¬ 
ported that authorities would 
exclude air traffic witiim a 
seven-kilometer radius of each 
stadium on the days when they 
stage matches 

The decisions will cause 
disruption at eight airports 
near World Cup stadia that fall 
within or are near to the exclu¬ 


sion zones. 

At least SQ5 flights will be 
canceled because of the move 
while a further 150 will be 
rerouted, disrupting travel for 
around ld,D0D passengers on 
Brazilian earners such as Gol, 
TAM, Avianca and Azul, O 
Globo reported. 

Host cities affected by the 
move include Rio, Belo Hori¬ 
zonte, Cm aba, Manaus. Fort¬ 
aleza, Recife, Salvador and 
Cuntiba. 

Only military aircraft will 
be allowed within the exclu¬ 


sion zones, the report said. 

The no-fly zones will oper¬ 
ate differently depending on 
each venue. 

For the opening match of 
the tournament at Sao Paulo's 
Itaquerao Stadium, when 
Brazil faces Croatia, the ex¬ 
clusion zone will be in force 
for three hours before kick-off 
and four hours after the final 
whistle 

A similar exclusion zone 
would be set up on the day of 
the final at the Maracana in 
Rro de Janeiro

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Government won't 
spend Brussels 
cash for the poor 
on food banks 


THE. HAGUE - The Dutch 
fo a d b auk or g am s ati o n wants 
the cabinet to give them some 
of the €3. 5bn from a new Eu- 
ropean fund to combat 
poverty 

The food banks say they 
are dealing with a shortage of 
supplies and increasing de¬ 
mand, the Volkskrant reports 
on Friday. 

The European Commission 
said at the beginning of this 
week it has set aside almost 
€4bn for a new European 
fund aimed at 'the most 
needy’. All 33 members 
states will get some of the 
funds over the next seven 
years to combat poverty. 
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The Dutch cabinet had ear¬ 
lier resisted calls for a Brus¬ 
sels anti-poverty initiative, 
arguing it should be up to 
member states themselves It 
is also opposed to food aid, 
saying it does not combat the 
causes of poverty 

The government has there¬ 
fore left millions of euros 
from Brussels untouched 
over the p ast few years Most 
other countries have sup¬ 
ported their citizens who are 
living on or below the 
poverty line, the Volk skr ant 
states 

The new hind can also be 
used for initiatives to help the 
very poor out of social isola¬ 
tion, which is why the gov¬ 
ernment has now agreed to 
make use of the cash, the 
Volkskrant says This, minis¬ 
ters say, is a more effective 
means of combating poverty. 

The government believes 
food banks should be stocked 
from supermarket and cater¬ 
ing trade surpluses 

'Children are going to 
school without food. I do not 
understand why the cabinet 
cannot support us on a tem¬ 
porary basis and spend some 
of the new EU money/ the 
food bank organisation's 
chairman Leo Wijbelt told 
the paper. 
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Germany's EON warns against 
hurting Russia ties 


BERLIN (AFP) - Tire head of 
EON, Germany's leading 
power supplier, warned Berlin 
Sunday against "recklessly" 
damaging ties with Russia over 
die crisis in Ukraine. 

Johannes Teyssen told news 
weekly Der Spiegel that the 
tensions risked hobbling a 
fruitful "partnership" 

He said that at the same 
time, Russian companies had 
invested heavily m Germany, 
particularly in the gas sector. 

EON has invested nearly six 
billion euros ($3.3 billion) m 
power plants in Russia making 
it the biggest foreign energy 


supplier m the country It is 
al so a mag or imp a rter a f Rus s- 
ian gas. 

A poll published Sunday in 
the Bild am Sonntag newspa¬ 
per indicated German voters 
were also sceptical about harsh 
sanctions against Russia over 
its seizure of the Ukraine's 
Crimean peninsula. 

Only one m five said they 
supported die sanctions the Eu¬ 
ropean Union has threatened to 
impose after Sunday's referen¬ 
dum m Crimea on breaking 
away from Ukraine 

Forty-two percent told mde- 
p endent p oiling insb tute Emm d 


that they supported a "diplo¬ 
matic" reaction, and 37 percent 
said the West should accept the 
results of the referendum. 

A deal' majority -- 57 per¬ 
cent --said they feared a harm¬ 
ful impact for German jobs and 
economic growth from the ten¬ 
sions with Russia winch sup¬ 
plies more than one-third of 
German gas and oil. 

One in three said Germany 
should postpone its gradual 
phase-out of nuclear power, 
due to be completed m 2033, to 
reduce dependence on Russian 
energy, while 59 percent op¬ 
posed such amove.
